Petrss Salius very litle differing in opinion from 

 Palmarias faith,that the poiſon ofdoggiſh-madnes 
followeth no peculiar temperament, but isapoy- 
ſonofthe whole ſubſtance : which being commu- 
nicated to man, very {lily or ſecretly polluting the 
humors without any ſenſe or perſcuerance of hurt, 
and by little and little creeping from part to part,as 
ſooneas euer it toucheth any principall part, it di- 
fturbeth and greatly vexeth it, cauſing great thir- 
ſtineſſe. At which time, if the {icke doe drinke or 
take an 7 liquid thing, they are tormented very ex- 
treamely in their inward parts. This cannot be by 
reaſon of any temperature, becauſe they feele one 
kind of torture whether they drinke hot liquor or . 
cold ; but by.the peculiar nature-of that kinde 
of poyſon,, which as. it-is a poylon hurttull: to 

man fr the-whole ſubſtance thereof, ſo hath it 
an antipathie or contrary diſpoſition in it to all li- 
quid things, by which it becommeth lo exaſperate 
and cruell,as the inward parts by the terrible pangs 
and grypings thereof, are more miſerably vexed 
then otherwiſethey ſhould be.

thed and deteſtedall forts of liquors ſo greatly, 'm

But hens and poultry haue been ſeene to eat ſuch
